Controv ersy ov er pesticides set o ff by 
Ra chel Carson's recent bo o k , “ The Silen t 
Spring/' continues u n abated an d a go v ern ­ 
m ent com m ittee which fo u n d 
co n sider­ 
a ble a dded impetus after p u blicatio n o f 
the book, is fin din g the hazards o f in secti­ 
cides difficult to assess. Mo re difficu lt than 
those of a tomic radiatio n . 
Ev ery liv ing thin g so far ex amin ed by 
the scientists is co n tamin ated by min u te 
a mounts of DDT. but it is n o t k n o wn ho w 
much da nger, if an y . there is in su ch lo w- 
lev el ex posure. This is also tru e o f radia­ 
tion. 
Moreov er, there are do zen s o f p esticide 
chem ica ls, co mp ared to o n ly a few ty p es 
of radiation. Each p esticide acts differen ­ 
tly , and co mbin atio n s act differen tly fro m 
indiv idual p esticides. 
M an y scien tists co n tin u e to defen d the 


u se o f chemical p esticides, fo r 
n il the 
wo rld as if Miss Carso n had adv o cated 
that they n ev er be u sed again . This was

B a c h e l C arson's recent book, “ The Silent 
S p r in g ,” continues unabated and a govern­

cides difficult to assess. More difficult than 
those of a tom ic radiation. 
E v e r y living thing so far examined by 
the scientists is contaminated by minute 
am ou n ts of DD T, but it is not known how 
m u c h d anger, if any. there is In such low- 
level exposure. This is also true of radia­ 
tion. 
Moreover, there are dozens of pesticide 
c h e m ic a ls , 
compared to only a few types 
of radiation. E a c h pesticide acts differen­ 
tly, and combinations act differently from 
individual pesticides. 
M an y scientists continue to defend the 
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use of chem ical 
pesticides, 
for 
all the 
world as if Miss Carson 
had 
advocated 
that they never be used again. This was 
not her intention She urged that .they be 
used with ca re, and only when it was c le a r ­ 
ly necessary. 
A biologist at the Bureau of C om m ercia l

Am ericans Accused 
O f Tem pting Thieves 


PHILADELPHIA (A P) - C are­ 
less Americans encourage crim e 
by “ losing” more than $700 m il­ 
lion in cash a year, crim e experts 
were told today. 
They tem pt an-* help support 
crim inals by making it easy to be 
relieved of money, said Michael 
Footer of the Association for Ap 
plied Psychoanalysis, New York 
City. 
One survey showed 9>^ million 
Am erican 
adults 
lost 
sum s 
of 
cash in a single year, averaging 
$75 each, with nearly W a million 
out of pocket for $200 or more. 
They generally left money and 
valuables 
unguarded 
in 
hotel 
rooms or at home and were care­ 
less in carrying money in wallets 
or handbags. 
Such 
carelessness 
creates 
a 
massive num ber of tem ptations 
and opportunities, Fooner told a 
session of the Am erican Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement of Sci­ 
ence, 
Men and women lose cash with 
equal frequency, but women lost 
it three tim es more often than 
men while out shopping, he said 
Both lose money while trav el­ 
ing, 
while 
shopping, 
while 
at 
work, in public gathering places 
and around the house. The highest 
loss 
is 
in 
money 
that 
simply 
seem s to disappear, reflecting the 
skill of pickpockets. 
Maybe, Fooner said, in our af­ 
fluent society, many people have 
subconscious 
feelings 
or 
fear, 
guilt, dependence awl other psy­ 
chological disturbance* that make

prone 
to 
losing 
money, 
much as some people seem to be 
accident prone.
